Ho quoted statistics to show 
the progress and resonrcts of his province, 
and claimed that the f.ir west did not g-jt 
full justice. Ho spoke half an hour, und 
waa warmly applauded hy both sides. Hun. 
Mr. Uewdney said he recognized fully tho 
greaincss of tho Pacifio p.'ovinca and tho 
justioe of its dcni.inds. Uo had every faith 
in that section of the Dominion, tnU had 
invested largely there himself. He -was 
sure the Government would do all in its 
power to aid development in that section of 
Canada.

One of the most important scijsioiia of the 
■City Council that has been held for a long 
btmo, was that of lust evening. 

The proposition of the government to sell 
llio Sontjheea Indian reserve to the city wa» 
the principul topic of discussion, and 
ulicilt^d fully tlio opinions of aldermen 
ou the subject. 

Another important matter was the sub- 
ject of railroad connection. The promoters 
of the Victoria and North America rallwoy 
accepted tlie Council's proposition.and were 
williiif; to pay nil of the expenses necessary 
for tlio subinitsion of a hy-Iaw to tlie people 
cxtouding uid to thai corporiition. 

Hon. A. DeCosmos, for tlio Victoria, 
Saanich & New Westminster railway, ob- 
jected to the Council's action in placing the 
Victoria & North America railway pro- 
position before the people, and declined to 
. Rvail himself of the opportunity to go be- 
fore the people with his proposition. 

Aldermen Renouf, Holland, Hunter, Rob- 
ertson, McKillican, Munn, Richards and 
Smith were present, Aid. McKflUoan, in the 
Abaonco of His Worship Mayor Grant, 
presiding. 

I'he minutes of the lost meeting were road 
and approved. 

OOHMDNICATIONS. 

[Ion Amor Ho Cosmos acknowledged re- 
ceipt of a letter from tlio clerk of ilio muni- 
cipal council notifying him of its action, in 
special meeting lust Friday night, otTciing 
to subn'iit a by luw to upjiropriato a bum of 
money to the Victorin, Snauicli & New 
Westminster ruilwiiy. He, on behalf of 
the prorisional directors of his company, 
declined to go before the people tor finances 
in conjunction with a foreign road. He 

' asked that the sabmieaion of the by-laws be 
Doatponed. In his communication Mr. I)e 
•yosnios condemned the council for ofTering 

' to submit a by-law for aid to a foreign rail- 
road and denounced it as a preposterous 
proposition. 

Mavor Gramt, who came in during the 
reading of the letter and took a seat in the 
body of the council, suggested that the 
Matter be referred to a committee of the 
whole. 

Ald. Huntkr thought that Mr. De- 
Cosmos had reccired his answer from the 
Council already. In regurd to his com- 
ments on the Council submitting a by-huT 
■ for the Victoria & North American railway, 
Aid. Hunter stated thiit there were many 
who considered Mr. UeCosmos' railroad 
:<iclicine wild and impracticable, although, 
■probably, that gentleman himself was 
•aiiicere in bis belief of the feasibility of 1 is 
Rcbeme. lie llioiiglit, hoM'over, in view of 
Jii.s remarkable letter, that it was useless for 
the Cnnncil t-o discuss the matter fnrtber 
with Mr. DeCoamos. 

Ald. Renook said that tlio Council had 
granted Mr. DeCosinos everything that ho 
had asked for. He moved that the matter 
be referred to ' the Finance committee for 
inquiry, which was done.

Al,D. Huntkr did not wish to stand in the 
way of any oivie in}provcnu'iitH, or to allow 
Ilia position outside of the (Council to inter- 
fere in any innnncr with liia duty to tlio 
ratepayers ; but the question of the ulti- 
inatB di.'ijioaitioii of the iSoiit'lieus Indian Re- 
serve was one which sceinccl to he surrouiid- 
od by considerable doubt and ililliculty. 
I'Vom the letter just sulitnitted to the Coun- 
cil, it would appear that the Dominion In- 
terior Department certainly considered it- 
self possessed of the right to sell the Re- 
eerve. If such is the case, the Reserve was 
already sold, for the late Sir John A. 5ilac- 
(lonald, in hSSli, being then, lie bclieveii, 
<iead of the Interior Uepni tnienl, in his 
lieariiig sold, or arranged for the sale of 
the R-aeri-e to the Ksijuimalt & Nanai- 
tno Railway (Jonipuny, and it was 
.only when doubts arose as to the 
.powers of the Dominion (ioTcrnincnt 
to deal with the reserve in any other cajia- 
...oity than thut of trustee far the Indians, 
I that the arranii^ments for completing tlie 
;8Ble were, for tbo time being, dropped. He 
' .had the opinion of two eminent constitu- 
tional lawyers— that when the Indians cease 
to utilize the reserve for their solo use and 
benefit it becomes the property of the I'lo- 
vince. In any case, and whatever disposi- 
tiou mny be made of the reserve, lie hoped 
the chiiiiis of the E. & N. Railway will 
\w fully maintained. The bargain 
made was clear iind explicit. The 
railway company on the one hand 
agreed to extend the rnilway from 10rf(iui- 
malt, the statutory terminiiH, to Vicloiia, 
and the Dominion government, through its 
premier, on the other, agreeil to convey to 
that company, for so doing, the Soiighees 
[ndian reserve. The railway company lias 
faithfully carried out its jiiii t of the bar- 
gain, but has liitlierto l)Coii unable to get 
even Hiiflicient iii;coniini)dation, in the shape 
of luiid, for properly doing it.s busines.'i, and 
has, in conac'iucace, hei n put to great and 
unnecessary expenso in operating the line 
over since its completion. 

Ai.i). Holland was of tbo opinion that 
the government knew what it was doing in 
-oU'oring the reserve to the city. 

Ald. Riuiiakds was of the same opinion, 
and thought thiit if the city could acquire 
the property at the price named the Coun- 
oil should take advantage of it. 

Mayor Grant, who had assumed tlie 
chair, said thut the land bud been given to 
the Songhces Indians as a reserve, to be 
theirs as long as they lived. Thero wore 
Indians who maintained that as long as any 
Indion lived who hud a particle of Soughccs 
blood in his veins, lie was entitled to his 
share of the reserve. Many old residents, 
familiar with Indian law, maintained that 
only lull-blooded Songbeos Indians had ony 
olaiin on the roserre. His Wor- 
ship was in favor of treating the 



Indiana fairly in thie matter. Whenever 
the Indians' title to it ceased the Dominion 
Government should turn over to the city 
the land. It was not tlie Dominion or Pro- 
vincial governments that made the land 
/Valuable, nor was it the wark of the In- 
dians. It was the growth and expansion of 
the city of Victoria' that ^ad made this 
tract of land so valuable aud-desirable. The 
city should buy the Indians out, or provide 
for them in some way satisfactory to them, 
and then, in his opinion, the city of Vic- 
toria was fully and unqualifiedly entitled to 
that property in fee simple, either by gift 
from the government or by the passage of u 
necessary statute. ^ 

AiiD. MuNN', said that his worship ox- 
pressed his views exactly. The city could 
not afford to give 8300,000 for the reserve. 
The Indians had done nothing to increase 
the value of the land. There were no im- 
provements, no mineral on it, or anything 
else to make it desirable, except its proxim- 
ity to the city of Victoria. The Indians on 
this reservation have never been a charge on 
the government. These Indians hud always 
been peaceable and law-abiding, and self- 
supporting. On tlrib account the govern- 
ment ought not to ask the city to pay any 
such largo sum. If tbo government liad 
ever been to any great expenso to support 
those Indians it would be natural to ex|)cct 
it to be anxious to recoup a portion of its 
expenditure. The alderniun stuted that he 
understood that nuiiiy of the Indians on the 
reserve were n"t Son^hees but were merely 
aiiuatters from other ti ilu.'a who were there 
to try and estulilish a claim. 

Ai,]). .S.MrrH apoke at length on the sub- 
ject, md said that when he came to Victoria 
there were ;i,00() Indians on the reserve and 
now the nunihur had ilwiiidled down to 
fourteen or fifteen, very few Soughees being 
left. He thought the city of Victoria 
should take the earliest steps possible to 
seeuro the reservation. 

The question was referred to the FiuAuce 
committee. 

Mayor ICandle, of Taconia, extended an 
invitation to the Mayor and Council to at- 
tend the Western Industrial Ij^xposition, 
which opens .September 10, at Tucoina, and 
lasts till October 10, ISill. Accepted with 
thanks. 

IJodwell it Irving, on behalf of the Vic- 
toria A North Americtt Railway, accepted 
the proposition of the council to submit a 
by-law to the people, providing the pro- 
moters of that scheme pay the expenses. 
Messrs. Bod well & Irving guaranteed to re- 
imburse the council for all expenses. 

F. Elworthy, Secretary of the Board of 
Trade, extended an invitation to the Muyor 
and Council to attend a meeting to-morrow 
afternoon at the Board of Trade rooms to 
discuss the question of better hotel accom- 
modation. Accepted. 

From VV. P. Lindley, secretary of the 
Tournament association, asking for the 
placing of a firo hydrant on Yates street, 
between Douglas and Blanchurd streets, for 
the purposes of the coming tournament. 
Granted. 

Henry Geroux asked permission to lay a 
concrete sidewalk around the Jewell block, 
and asked to be allowed the usual propor- 
tion of the expense. Received and lequest 
granted.

Uonej' Order Convention Conclnded— VIetorlfc 
tlie EichaiicD Olilcf. 

A money order convention Ims been con- 
cluded between the DoniiiMon of Canuda. 
nnd the Colony of Iloiig Kong, under the 
terms of -H hicli a eyuteni of oxclianno of 
money orjera bptwcen tlie t\T8 countries has. 
been agreed upon. 

The convention, whicli came into force oi> 
the 1st July last, comprises 25 articles for 
the government of tho exchange, and tho 
chief points us bearing upon tlio iaaue of 
money orders payable in tho Colony of 
llong Kong arc briefly as follows : 

Postmasters of money order oflices ii* 
Canada will use tho ordinnry form of money=^ 
order and advice and arc authorized to issua 
orders payable in Hong Kong, Canton, 
Swatow, Amoy, Foo-cliow, Ning-po, llaug 
Kow, Sliangliai and HoiUow. 

The amounts of money orders arc to he 
expressed in dollars and cents. The maxi- 
mum amount for which money orders may 
be drawn in cither country upon the other 
is $50, and no money order must contain n 
fractional part of a cent. : 

The rates of conmiission to be charged or» 
money orders payable in Hong Kong or it» 
Bttb-ports aa abova are the sanifr 
as those charged on money or- 
ders issued in foreign countries. 
The full address of the payee is to be given 
in the advice of all money orders issued in^ 
Hong Kong or its sub ports, and in all 
other respects the issuing postmaster is to 
be guided by the regulations governing the 
issue of orders on foreign countries. 

The advices of money orders issued iir 
Canada and payable in thu colony of Hong 
Kong, are to be sent to Victoria, li. C., 
which office has been constituted an ex- 
change ollice under the terms of the oon- 
Tention. 

The order will be handed to the remittor 
who will send it to the payee. 

Duplicate orders, transfers, rep'iyments^ 
etc., may be obtained under certain condi- 
tion!!, from the fiuperintendent of tho 
money order branch at Ottawa through the 
niediuni of the postmaster issuing the order. 

Money oriler« issued in Hong Kong pay- 
able in the Dominion nnd certificated by tho 
Victoria exchange ollice, before dispatch to 
tho office of payment.

THE SCHOOL MATTER. 

U tlie Tiiiiea doing right when it drags 
its very small and, we iiro sorry to suy, 
very crooked politics, into city school 
aliiirs. By its own ailmisaion, it has been 
adrising the Trustees to pursue a course 
contrary to law, and it now has the 
impudence to tell those same Trustees if 
*hey want to save themselves from being' 
laughed at they will study the School Act 
-niore closely. The Trustees may well pray 
tto be saved from such cynical and such 
trouchorous friends as the or^n of the 
■Opposition in this city. First to advise 
'them to take a certain course, and to coin- 
mend and encourage tlicni when they do 
(purauo it, nud then coolly to turn round and 
■tell tliem if they do not wi.sh to make 
tlioif.selves ridiculous they must pursue 
another and a very different line of policy, 
is certainly neither friendly nor judicious. 
The Trustees now see the worth of tho 
advica which tho Times is so ready to offer, 
and it has, in its self eoiidenmatorj- article 
of Tuesday, shown very clearly hotv little 
reliance is to be placed on the soundness of 
.its judgment. 

Our contemporary evidently believes that 
It shows its smartness by makieg tlic 
Stjhool Act and "Honeat John" convertible 
terms. Any person poasesstd of but a very 
looderata share of common sense will, if 
consulted, tell the Times that there is 
■nothing smart or clever in this. It is simply 
childish impertinence and puerile 
folly. The same may be said of 
the repetition of the words "Honest 
John," which are repealed no fewer than 
twelve times in the article. Uaa not our 
• contemporary observed that there are some 
^jooplo who take a great deal of pains to ad- 
'vertise themselves aa cads nud simpletonsj? 
If they held their tongues they might pass 
as persons of average sense and some rta- 
pcctability. Hut as soon as Ihoy begin to 
talk tlipy show to all who hear tlioin that 
{.hey liuve neither good sense nor good man- 
ners. The man who garnishes hia con- 
versation with nick-names intended to con- 
vey reproach, proclaims to the world that 
fio is unacquainted with tho usages of de- 
cent society. Ho does not injure thoae 
•whom he rails at and vilifies, bitt ho does 
tell those whom he addressea, and who aro 
within hearing, thit ho ia a low-bred fol- 
low, whose acquaintance is not to be de- 
aired. Tliis is why men who have respect 
for thcm^ielvcs aro cotirteoiis in their inter- 
cour.se witli even their iiitiinnte friends and 
are always careful to address those with 
whom they have any difference with studied 
civility. 

Coarse and ungentlcmauly language ia 

■ conversation is bad enough, but when a 
writer allows himself to use cxpreasions in a 
newspaper article which ho diire not utter 
in social intercmirao, he is wliolly withoiit 
excuse. We tiro Burpii.'joJ that our con- 
temporary does not see this, and, for its 

'Own credit and for the sake of the reputu- 
■fcion of the press of the province, it docs not 
give up a habit which cannot but bo dis- 

•tastotul to the best class of its read- 

•era. It should see, too, t!mt desigiialing 
public men by nicknames, while it does not 
do itself and its party any good, does its 
opponents no harm. It has nsw for years 
boon calling the Hon. JohnRobaon "Honest 

-John," and still Mr. Robaou has remained 
iin power and has been earning for liiinself 
the reputation of being an astute politician 

. and a a igacious and far-seeing statesinan. 

'.That gentleman, notwithstanding tho per- 
•sislent detraction and abaaa of the Times, 
never stood so high iu the estimation of tho 
people of this province, and of the public 
men of the other provinces, as he does at 
.this mometil. Wo trust that our contem- 
porary will Hcc tlic l)ad taatcBS well aa tho 
Ifatility of using nicUnaniea. 

With respect to the school controversy, 
.fts tho Times has— though with a very bad 
.grAOO— thrown up tho sponge, wo supposo 
it is too much to expect that it will give up 



trying to make mischief in school matters. 
It seems to take a perverse pleasure in 
placing difficulties in the way of tho Db- 
partinent of Education ond in trying to 
bring tho olliouils connected with it into 
disrepute. 

It has in this last dispute been compelled 
to acknowledge that Dr. Pope is in thts 
right. Thia we havo said all along. The 
Suporintendent of Education has his duties 
dotincd by the statute and the Trustees 
have theirs, and our contemporary must see 
that it ia best for both to keep within their 
own sphere. It must be remembered that 
the Victoria Board of Trustees is not the 
only ono in the province. There are in it 
somewhere about ono hundred ami fifty 
suuh Boards — atid what would bo the posi- 
tion of tlio Superintendent of BtjMiltioa if 
every ono of them had the power to cite the 
Suporintondeut to appear before it whenever 
diUiculty arose in the district or municipal- 
ity respecting tlio Cduduot of its scliool or 
ajliooh ? W'o arc (|uite .■iiirc tliat, wlion the 
cirjunistiinces of the province are consider- 
ed, iutelligeut people must see that the 
Legislature did what was perfectly right in 
asiigning to each part of tho school admin- 
istration its peculiar functions and in not 
permitling the duties and powers of one 
part to interfere or to clash with those of 
the others. 



7'00 HASTY. 

Tlie debate on a Hi iti.-:li Colmnl'ia m;itter 
in the Housa of Coniinoiis, uii Tucbday, 
shows that even experienced public men are 
too toady to seize upon what appears to be 
a workable piece of political capital. In- 
terested panics, no doubt, represented to 
Mr. Lauiier tliat the s<[UatteiH on tliu land 
grant of the 10. i<c N. Haihvay Co. aro ill- 
used people, and that tliey have a grie- 
vance. If the Leader of tho Opposition had 
made n few enquiries and hud studied at oil 
caiefully wliat is called, in this province, 
tlie .Suttlcniunt Act, he would have seen 
that the tquattera had liceu lilerally dealt 
wilh, '.111(1 that tlioy liave ii') claim wlKile\-cr 
to the ownership of the minerals. I'rovi.-ion 
was made for those squatters in the act, 
and they were placed in precisely the same 
position as those who purchaso land 
from the company now. They obtained 
those lands, subject to certain reservations 
as to minerals, etc., for a dollar an acre. 
Nothing can be clearer than the act ii on 
that matter. All that the squatter 
obtained were what are called surface 
rights, Tho Leader of tho Opposition uraat 
have found before tho debate was coneluded 
thlt, ns a rodresser of a grievance, he had 
not a leg to stand on, for the very simple 
reason that there was no grievance. Hoth 
he and Mr. Davies must have blessed the 
man very heartily who, by niisrepresentt- 
tion, or partial representation, induced 
them to become tho champions of tho squat- 
ters. I5ut, after all, they had chiefly tlieni- 
selves to lilaine for the niortideation they 
must liave felt when they were shown that 
they were fighting a shadow. They ought 
to have known by thia time that it is not 
8.ife — but very much the reverse— to rely 
implicitly on tlie statements made to them 
by dissatisfied and disappointed men. K.<- 
perienced men like tliein bliould know that 
there ia no one so little to be relied on «a 
the defeated litigant wilh a grievance. 



EXIT McQliBEYY. 



The Dominion Government is, we see, 
steadily pursuing its policy of Ireutin;; men 
accused of wrong-doing witli strict jii3tii;e, 
wlioUy irrespective of party or social stand- 
iiig. The Hon. Tiioiiias Mcfireevy i.s tlic last 
man dealt with. Ifo lias disappeared, self- 
coudeiniicd. He refused to tell the Com- 
mittee on l'rivilege.1 and Elections what he 
h'ld done with certain monies that had 
passed llirough hia hands. Tliis is the re- 
p irt of ih'it part of the evidence taken 
from tlie Toronto Kmpiro of the 10th iiist : 

Mr. (ierinan asked for a ruling on tlie 
relevancy of the question lio put at tlie close 
of the forenoon session to 'J'honias Mc- 
Greevy. 'i'he qucstiou was ; " To wIidiii 
did you give tho balance of tlie .S-^.J.OOO yun 
received from Larkin, Connolly it Co. 
besides the S'2o,000 you gavo for Le 
Monde." 

Tho'Chairman— I think the question is a 

proper one.

Upon the suggestion of Mr. Dickey it was 
resolved to defer action npon this motion 
until there was a larger attendance of mem- 
bers. The Ministers were then engaged in 
the House, aud the Committee agreed to 

wait until they arrived.

The motion was luloiiled upon a division, 
wliicli was praelically a ]).irty one— only ono 
Coii.servative — Mr. Dickey - voting in favor 
of tho motion. Nearly all the other (Conser- 
vative nicinbora of tho committee present, 
including Hon. Mr. Chaplcau, voted iigninst 
tho motion, but, despite their votes, it was 
curried. 

The Hon. Thomas MoQreevy, in accord- 
ance with tho above resolution, was suni- 
monod to appear at tho Bar ot the House 

of Comniona. Ho, as our roailera know, 
refused lo obey that BiiinnionH. His refusal 
to aaswor the qucation whether lie paid 



anything towards Sir Heutor Langevin'a 
election expenses iu 18S7 shows very clearly 
and conclusively that he did not consider 
it safe to tell the truth, tho whole truth and 
nothing but tlio truth with regard to the 
disposal of the election fund, and no doubt, 
hta failure to obey tho summons of tha 
sergeant-at-i^rma is open to an unfavorable 
interpretation. Mr. McGreovy having 
found himself guilty, and having tajjcn 
himself out of the way. Sir Hector Lange- 
vin is the only member of Parliament whom 
tho decision of the Committee on I'rivileges 
can affect. What tho report of the Com- 
mittes will be with regard to him, and 
what action the Government will take are 
matters w hich excite great interest iu every 
province of the I) ju.inion. 'J'he general 
belief seems now to be that both I'arlia- 
ment and the Government will act without 
fear, favor or offeotion ; that they will treat 
the late minister with strict justice. This 
is what tho country -wants, and it will bo 
satisfied with nothing lesa. 

TJIIC DIFFERliXCE. 

What does tho Times iiieaii by saying that 
" the Coi.o.Nl.'iT woulil have the public be- 
lieve tliat the Imperial Govetnment has not 
a virtual lien on iho Esquimalt dry dock"? 
Commenting upon its ssnpoleas complaint 
about the Iniperi'd Oovernnienl having a 
preferential right to ilis use of tli-j dry dock 
for the repair of ships of uar, we s.iid: " In 
ih'j fir;it place, tin; I in [niridl ( iovenni.o.ii t 
has paid for the use of the dry dock. It 
contributed §250,000 towards its con- 
struction." If this is not showing 
that tho Imperial < loverniiKiit has 
a virtual lien on llie dry dock y\u 
should like to know what is. 'i'he dillerenoc 
between the 'I'iiiu's and tlic Colonist in tliis 
matter is that the Times sets down Great 
Britain's contribution in pounds sterling, 
and the Colonist the equivalent of that sum 
in dollars. There is, however, also this 
greater dilferenc^, we cheerfully and grate- 
fu ly nekiiowlodge the obligation of the 
1) mii'.iiini to do niiicli more than to extend 
to the Mother Country, which protects us, 
a privilege which she has paid for, and 
therefore has a right to, while our contem- 
porary whines so hejuusc, now and then, 
a merchant shiiiowiier ia put to some incon- 
venience because a British man-of-war has 
the use of the dock which tho money of the 
Old Country taxpayers helped to build. 

Wo are glad to know that there are very 
few citizens of Victoria who take the same 
view of Gre.it liritiin's right t ) the use of 
the <lry dock as the Times. In advocating 
tho construction of a second dock, the 
Times ia doing what it, always does with 
regard to liome improveinenta — il is follow- 
ing a long distance in the rear of the 
Colonist. We, some time ago, pointed 
out the necessity of constructing a second 
dock at Eaquimalt, and, although some of 
the Vancouver papers scouted tho idea, we 
received no support from the Times.

SIR HECTOR LANGEVIN'S STATE- 
MENT. 

The eastern papers lliut o;ime by Weiluea- 
day evening's mail contain the text of Sir 
Hector Langeviu's statcnicat before ihe 
Ckiinmitteo »n Privileges anil Elections. It 
IB too long for our space, but wo uive Itolow 
the general denial of the laic Minister of 
Public Works, and the whole of what ho 
Bays with reference to the moat important 
of the charges — thut of Mr. Owon E. 
Murphy : 

Immediately after the minutes had been 
read at the Torte-McGrceyy committee Sir 
Hector Langevin rose and said : 

Mr, Chairman; — I have seen, as many 
others, the minutes of tbo proceedings of 
tilis committee, and, finding my name was 
.connected with this enquiry, I hnvethouglit 
'fit to come here of my own accord and ask 
' to be put on oath to make a statement to 
the committee. Sir Hector Langevin having 
been duly sworn, then spoke as follows : 

I regret that in conseciiience of the manner 
iu which, as respects myself, tins enquiry 
originated, I have been obliged to np()oar to 
be paaaivc while cliurges of the gravest 
character have been accninulutod against 
rne by the glow and unusual process of 
adilucing evidence upon tliem before tliey 
hud been fonmilated or coiiinuinicated to 
nie. If Mr. Tarte. wlien );e l)roiiglit his 
accusations in the Hou^e of Commons on tlie 
nth of May, KSDl, had mule his charges 
directly against me, 1 would have at once, 
ponding the en<iiiii y. put my reslgiiation un 
Minister of Pub.'ic Worhs in the hands of 
the Prime Minister, in accordance with the 
custom followed in sucli cii.'scs in Knglaiid. 
15nt his statement apparently aimed only at 
llr. Mc<;reevy, and tlie facts with which he 
Jubsequcully connected my name were not 
stated at the time as directly implicatinc 
me iu any iniproper act, or as indicating »n 
fny part any guilty object or tiny intention 
ofjfailioK in my'doty. Dud, in so far«s they 
seemed directed towards my conduct, they 
iwere vague and indeterminate. 
\ Bat, when the evidence came to be ad- 
yiued before the committee, it l>ec&me plain 
/that it was intended to assail ue directly, 
./and even then the charges intended to be 
- made against me were not stated -at once in 
full, but left to be Rrodually developed by 
the evidence, so thut it was nob until Mr. 
Tartc's case was completed last week that I 
became fully aware of the iniputntions 
. against my ofHcial cinuUict. 

From these facts it nuiy be easily under- 
stood why 1 was not represented by counsel 
at the cnijuiry, *3 unilonbteilly would have 
been my course, in justice to myself, if, by 
being informed of the accusations to be 
levelled at me, I had been given the oppor- 
tunity of defending myself. Now, however, 

1 I know whereof 1 am accused; I have to 

■ answer and to c:xplain ; I intend to Uieet the 
accusatioua by the umst positive denial, but 
I feel bound at once to lay my resignation 
as Minister of Public Works in the hands of 
the First Minister, bo that niy colleagues, as 
well as the committee and the House of 
Commons, may have the greatest freedom 
in judging my action and the value of the 
Aocusations brought ag&ia»t me. To-day I 
ask to be allowed to make under oath a 
statement of my conduct in the several mat- 
ters enquired into. I wisli here to meet all 
the accusations, either direct or indirect, 
which, according to me, are found iu the 

' ovidencs. I hope none will escape my 
notice. . I begin by deolaring that in all the 
departmental works meutioued before the 
committee I have fulfilled my duty most 
conscientioitsly to the best of my knowledge 
of malteis an<l of my ability, without ever 
having allowed anyone to iulluence me by 
pron>ises or gifts of any kinil whatever, and 
that my acts have always! had the public 
interest as their object ; that J have 
received no gifts, loan.s or valm■^. who- 
ever, directly or indirectly, from '.ne tinii 
of Lnrliin, Connolly Ic Co. or from .ny of its 
memtiers ; that in truth Mr. Thomas Mc- 
(ireevy and 1 have been for a long time on 
friendly ternis, and tliat he hiis lieen my 
guest at Ottawa in the period fiom 1S7« to 
1891), M'liilht I lesided here as minister, uml 
during wliich 1 did not receive from him, 
and he never oU'err d me, iiny sum of money, 
gift or loan ; that Mr. Thomas McUreevy 
had never tried, directly or, to my know- 
ledjje, itulirectly, to influence me unduly in 
the execution of niy duty, nor to obtain, 
directly or, to my knowledge, indirectly, 
verbal information or docuineiits that nty 
duty would hare re<juired nio to hold us 
private; that I never authorized anyone to 
communicate to him niiy such information, 
and he has received none to uiy kimwlodge; 
that I did not know before Mr. Tarte ad- 
duced evidence, uii tiic subject thut Mr. 
Bobert Hi McGrecvy was a partner with 
Messrs. Larkin, Coniiolly k Co., or intcr- 
catoil in their contracts, und that Mr. Thas. 
Met ireevy never gave nie rrason for eus- 
pccting that he was perhonally intcrns'cd, 
directly or indirectly, in their works; that 

' ' I always had full confidence in the integrity 
and capacity of the Chief ISngineor of the 
Public Works (Mr. Perley), and of the 
other ofliceis of my department who had 
unything to do with the works which have 
been inquired into ; that up to the time 
Mr. I'erley admitted it, J did not know that 
lie had received any gift fitjui tlie linn of 
Lnrkiii, Connolly fc Co., or from any of its 
niemliers ; that, thciefore, not being myself 
an engineer, I consiilereil I was justilied in 
neci'pliiig and treating as coirei I the state- 
iiienl.Hof till; (-hief eiiginc(!r, and to adopt 
Ilia advice about works of which, on account 
of their special nature, I was not com- 
petent, personiilly, to form ati nccurato idcii. 

Till-: AI.I.KfJKI) MONKV I'AYMENTS. 

Payments of utms of money by the firm 
of Larkin, Connolly it Co. 

1 have already sworn that I never receiv- 
td money from tliis firm or from any of its 
inenibi'rs. Hoivover, wishing to refer more 



certain witueBSP.a, I fhall now take them 
separately. 

( 1 . ) In -»«gwer to the charge made by Mr. 
0. K. k'.utphy, that he gave me in my 
house in Quebec, on two different occasious, 
the ■sum of @5,000, making in all $10,000, I 
have to say that O. B. Murphy was only 
e.ncc in my heuse, when he came to coni- 
7)lain that one of the assistant engineers of 
the Quebec Harbor Commission was too 
Im rd with the contractors for the works. 
My answer was that those officers not being 
Government officers, the complaint of the 
contractors should be made to the Quebec 
Ilurbor Board and uot to mo. I add thut 
Mr. O. K. Murphy did not speak to iiie 
about money, gift or loan ; that lie did not 
Oder to loan or pay nie any bum of money, 
and I swear positively that he never p<iid 
nie the al»ove nientimied two sums of §5,000 
each, and I never asked him for money. 

(2). In answer to the stateiiient made by 
the said O. K. Murphy that Nicnolas Iv. 
t.;ounolly told him thut he had given to my

has is.siicd a ]irochiiiialioM for an iiicie;iae 
of (he army to (ll),l)!l() men. The corrida- 
pondent says : Throughout all the ile- 
partnicnta in the hands of ll.iliii'ici da, sol- 
diers in Hipiad.s are [li.'kiiig up "voloiiroers," 
« hich iiieaiis that every luan they get hold 
of is forced into th<^ i.iiiks. It is beiieved 
that this is bad policy, for these voUintiers 
do not wish to fight their own countrymen, 
und are most of them sympathizers with the 
C)ppo3ition. If one can judge by the pa•^t, 
when the time comes for batihi muny of 
them will chonijo sides. The "volunteers" 
often times arc sleeping in their beds and 
nrn suddenly awakened by poundings at 
their door, with threats that if they do not 
open they will force an entrance. A man is 
thus forcibly seized and is hurried into his 
chitlies in ppit e of the expostulations of his 
family and is marched oil' to juil niid shipped 
by the first ojjportunity with u g.mg of 
others. Many towns and farms are str ipjied 
of men, and Ihn hills are full of men liidiiig 
away from their pursiuis.

The Frenob astronomer CaniiUe Flam- 
niarioD said the other day that for the post 
iive^ years • a remarkuble ohaDge. in the 
olimato of Europe hud Been in progress and 
that both the winters and tho suniincra 
were growing cooler. 

It ia probably unoless to speoulato upon 
the climatic vagari«8 to which Mr. Fiain- 
marion calls attention. SuIBoienl time has 
not elapsed nor have sufficient data bccti 
accumulated upon which to base nny 
trustworthy conclusions iia to whetlier the 
cooler weather of the past few ycurs inili- 
cates a permanent tendency toward lower 
temperatures in latitudes as far soutli of 
tho Arctic circle as those of Central Europe. 
A very interesting fact, however, has been 
clearly CHtublialied, namely, that the north- 
er i limit of the inhabited or inhahitablo 
arena of lliu world is now much further 
soutli tliuii it was in piujt ages ; and aoirnli- 
tio men attribute this fact to the increiiaiuf^ 
refrigerauon ;>f tlie nortli Polar regioiia. 

The I'aria ICtliiiologlcal society did not 
carry out the purpose it aimouuced in 18SL2 
of establishing the northeru boundary of 
tlio inliabited world ; but ibis work has 
since been aeccmplislied vny curefully by a 
German gaogmplier, ])r. Kurt Hus.sert, 
who haa recently publiblied Ilia I)r)ok iijicui 
"The North I'olar Hoiuidary of the In- 
habited and Iniiabitahle World." lu the 
nia]i which accunipuiiios tliia iiilercstiiig 
work, Dr. Hassei t indicates by a blue Hue 
the present nortlieni limit of liuiiuui habita- 
tions, and by a red lino the northern 
boundary of the former lioinea of mankind, 
BO far ii.s it has been reveulod lluougii the 
ruins and reiiiaius discovered by explorers. 

In studying this ni.ip we first observe 
that iNortli Ameiica is e.xtendeil by the 
yreut archipelago noi tb of it very much 
further toward the north polo than the 
Euro-Asiatic continent, which has in the 
two ialanda of Novaya Seuilia ita only im- 
portniit prolongation toward the pole The 
Lajipa, the Samoveds, the Tcliakclieea, and 
other races of lOuro-Asia are to-day found 
along tho northern coast line. Tlie only im- 
portant traces of man in tho lOastern bciiii- 
spbere, north of the present line of occu- 
pancy, are found in the Siberian islands, 
northeast of the Lena delta. These are not 
inhabited, though thoy certainly have been. 

It is tti Greenland, therefore, and to the 
archipelago north of our own continent 
that we mast look for conclnsive evidences 
that clinmtio or other conditions have 
driven man far south of the regions he once 
occupied. 

The most nortfaero people of the world, 
to-day, are the handiul of Eskimos, sup- 
posed to be about 100 in number, called tho 
Ktah natives, who live upon the west coast 
of Greenland, between 76 degrees and 79 
degrees north latitude. For many years 
after Kune came home with his vivid and 
absorbing story of these iaolated natives, 
they were supposed to have built their 
stone huts nearer the polo than any other 
human beings. We know now, howeTcr, 
that Bessels, Nares and Greely found 
numerous traces of human occupancy 
as far north as the eighty-second 
parallel ; and so long ago was it that they 
built their linta and sledges, and hunted the 
bear and walrus in the far north of Grant 
Land, that the Etah natives of to-day have 
only the dimmest and most uncertain tradi- 
tions that in the time of their forefathers 
men lived to the north of them. 

But it is in the great islands near our 
Arctic coast, and in the smaller Parry 
islands, still nearer tiie pole, that tho moat 
striking evidences are found that man for- 
merly lived hundreds of miles north of tho 
most northern homes ho occupies in that re- 
gion to-day. The present limit of human 
occupancy skirts our coast lino from Beh- 
ring'a sea to a point some distance east of 
Cape Bathurst, cuts through the 
lower part of Prince Albert land and 
Boothia, and then, turning norlheust, skirts 
the northern shore of linllin land to Jjancas- 
ter sound. North of this line, above which 
no natives arc no known to o.\ist, are abun- 
dant traces of the uncicnt liabitatioua of the 
Eskimo. There, separated only by narrow 
channels, arc WoUaston land, I'riuce Albert 
land, Banks land, Melville island. Prince of 
Wales island, tho northern part of Boothia, 
and other islands, on all of which has been 
found more or less abundant evidence of 
former occupancy. Thcseremains consist al- 
most wholly of stones laid together in circles 
and of the ruins of winter bats, and they 
are found usually upon the south edges of 
the islands. {Jpon the north and west 
edges no traces have been discovered of 
ancient habitations. Directly north of our 
mainland, over an areo embracing 45 dcgreea 
of longitude, traces of former human occu- 
pancy have been discovered at an average 
(li.stunce of aliout liOO iiiilca north of the 
ptcseiit iiortl'cni limit of human life. 'J'licre 
i;j no tlouht , however, tliiit, jiarticularly in 
northwc.'itcrii America the IvskiiiioH of to- 
<iay travel uii luiutin^ expcditioii.s a \ery 
considerable distance north of the present 
limit of habitation.
